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Other North Korean troops moving dow the east coast include one division 
estimated to be 3000 in the Langnung (128-54, 37-44) area. There are 1500 


troops at Samehok as of 10 July. Ten tanks are scheduled to move out and 
south of Samchok, The division command post is at Kangnung, 


“quipment of these troops consists of approximately 20 tanks with a crew 
of 5-6 men each, and 600 men in the field artillery with 100 guns. Platoon 
leaders and higher ranks are armed with pistols. Each platoon has five 
uortars with one heavy gun. iach company has 20 mortars.
